Many drains on Ayarpatta hill had to be remodelled as well as those 
in the bazars, but the charges for these works appear under the sub-head 
“5 Repairs’’. Many important works of a sanitary nature bad to be post¬ 
poned owing to paucity of funds. During the year the bakery establish¬ 
ments in the Bazar were examined and were found to hj in a filthy state. 
Public and well regulated bakeries are very necessary* 

(3) Water Works Establishment Rs. 9511-13-8. Under this sub¬ 
head there is' a nominal decrease of Its. 8004-9*11. This however ’ does not 
represent a real saving to that amount as at the close of the year there was 
' an outstanding to the Purest Department of II s. 4207-0-9, the bill having 
to stand over for want of funds. Allowing for this, however, there would be 
a real saying as compared With the previous'year of Rs. 3787-9-2, 

A saving was effected by ceasing the itigK Service Pumping In Octo¬ 
ber when the expense was found to be beyond the means of the Couiuutloe, 
Water for sewage flushing tank being - obtained from new connection with 
Rosamond’s well, The substitution of coal fuel for the wood fuel obtained 
■from the Forest Department was productive of a good result. In this'con¬ 
nection-1 would refer to my letter No. dated 1st March 1897. I there¬ 
in pointed out that the Pumping to the High Service Reservoir costs:--'

Our Pumping, works have from time to time given rise Id considerable 
correspondence, in that they Lave been found both expeudvo and unwnis- 
iitetory for High Service Pumping, , , 
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Tlie Boilers are 15 H. P. and are of good quality. The Pumps however 
were originally designed for Pumping to the Sewer Flushing Reservoir at 
Pilgrim Lodge, a height of 300 feet only, 

It was not till after the Engines and Pumps were erected that the 
High Service Pumping was contemplated. The High Service Reservoir on 
Ayarpatta at Endcliffe is 350 feet above lake level. The makers were 
communicated with, and recommended reducing the Pump Plunger 
from to 4lr", they guaranteed that with the reduction, the Pumps 
would deliver SO gallons a minute to a height 'of 400 feet. On this 
the new High Service supply was taken in hand pumps altered and 
pipes laid. Experience however has since shown that this extra pump¬ 
ing can only he done at the expense of the pumps and at an excessive cost 
of fuel as both boilers have to work to obtain proper steam pressure at ira- 
inenfc danger of a complete break down. The pumps have previously, on 
two separate occasions, broken down, and they again broke down on being 
put to special trial after the close of the year for which report is being 
•submitted. 


During the year under report correspondence was entered into with 
Sanitary Engineer to Government regarding the unsatisfactory working of 
the pumps and the great cost of the same. As a result an expert was called 
in to advise, but such inspection and report did not rake place till after the 
close of the year’s working and must form matter for the next year’s report. 


Suffice it to say that under experiment the valve casing was cracked 
and the High Service Humping had to be discontinued, enuring great incon¬ 
venience throughout 1 lie -‘fodement. Under miggrsdon-s from Government 
and especially with tv.feronco to report of a strong and representative Com¬ 
mit rea appointed by Government - to consider the sanitary si ate of Nairn 
Till the Municipality arc raking measure to obtain*a.ijettfor,and more teliabi 
water supply. •, _ i .

Committee had to construct special huts for the patients at Durgapur and 
Chorkliet outside the settlement. They had to provide diet and establishment, 
had also to purchase tents for the European patients located above the Ramsay 
Hospital and to buy doolies and charpoys besides the cooking utensils and 
blankets. They had to pay the wages of Kahars specially organized carrying 
parties for the better class of Hindu patients. The infectious disease hos¬ 
pitals did good work as the undermentioned statement shows :—

In this connection Bahadur Singh Hospital Assistant at. Chorkhct 
worked very hard and Gopal Datt Peskkar of Nairn Tal gave valuable aid 
in obtaining menial servants for the hospital and obtaining men to perform 
duties of carrying party. Service in hospitals of this nature is always un¬ 
popular and has to be paid for highly. 

The Chorkhct Hospital is unpopular with the native section of the 
community.. It is far way from, the heart of the station and remotely situ¬ 
ated below the Kaladunghi Gorge with unpopular surroundings of two 
ceuictaries. Jt is difficult to select another site in this direction owing to want 
of water. With an improved water supply it is hoped that the defect will 
be remedied.

The configuration of the Nairn Tal lake basin makes it a particularly 
difficult place to keep satisfactorily clean. The report of the Sanitary Com¬ 
mittee that was convened during the year drew particular attention tu.many 
sanitary defects and their reports further wont to show that the staff enter¬ 
tained by the Committe is not a bit above the requirements of the place. A 
blot will always remain against conservancy arrangements till some method 
it adopted for removing fluids from the various houses comprising the Eu¬ 
ropean quarters of the-place. - -

20. (1) Repayment of Loans Rs. 8,055-0-0. The Committee could 

only pay during the year the first instalment of interest and sinking fund 
on both the loans of Rs. 2,60,000 and 20 000 owing to want of funds and this 
fact was fully explained i n submitting the budget for 1897-98. Steps were 
taken during the year to increase the income by enhanced and new taxation. 

(4) Paid to Surgeon Captain Gr. B. French in settlement of his threat¬ 
ened claim. As explained above under the same head on receipt hide Rs. 5,000 
was advanced by Government to pay to Surgeon Captain U. 1*. French in 
compromising a threatened law suit by him for damages sustained by him on 
account of his falling into an unfcnced and unlighted trench on the Mall made 
by one of the Committee’s contractors. The Committee very much regret 
to observe that the Legal advisers to Government attribute the liability 
of the Committee as due to negligence of their Engineering Staff in not 
properly locking after their contractors. Their Engineer has since resigned. 

XIV.—Contributions Its. 291-0-0. 

27. This is a fixed sum which is annually paid to District Board by 
order of Government and calls for no remarks, 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

28. The year under report was an exceptionally dry one and was very 
sickly. The usual winter rains proceeding had been almost entirely absent 
end there was no snow to speak of. Small-pox occurred early in the year, 
ft was not however of a very fatal type, All told, there were about (Euro¬ 
peans included) 138 cases with two deaths.
